N the countenance there are but two requifites 
to perfeét beauty, which are wholly produced 
by external caufes, colour and proportion; and 
it will appear that even in common eftimation 
thefe are not the chief; but that though there 
may be beauty without them, yet there cannot 

be beauty without fomething more. 

The fineft features, ranged in the moft exact 
fymmetry, and heightened by the moft blooming 
complexion, muft be animated before they can 
ftrike ; and when they are animated, will gene- 
rally excite the fame paffions which they exprefs. 
If they are fixed in the dead calm of infenfibili- 
ty, they will be examined without emotion ; and 
if they do not exprefS kindnefs, they will be be- 
held without love. Looks of contempt, difdain 
or malevolence,will be refle€ted,as from a mirror, 
by every countenance on which they are turned ; 
and if a wanton afpett excites defire, it is but 
like that of a favage, for his prey, which cannot 
be gratified without the deftruétion of its objec. 

Among particular graces the dimple has always 
been allowed the pre-eminence, and the reafon is 


evident ; dimples are produced by a inileggaee 


{mile is an expreflion of complacency 5 the 
contra¢tion of the brows into a frown, as it is an 
indication of a contrary temper, has always been 
deemed a capital defect. tie 

The lover is generally ata lofs to define the 
beauty, by which his paflion was fuddenly and 
irrefitibly determined to a particular objeét; but 
this could never happen, if it depended on any 
known rule of proportion, upon the fliape of or 
difpofition of the features, or the colour of the 
kin: He tells you it is fomething which he can- 
not truely exprefs, fomething not fixed in a fea- 
ture but diffufed over all; he calls it a {weethefs, 
a foftnefs, a placid fenfibility, or gives fome o- 
ther appellation which conneéts beauty with fen- 
timent, and exprefles a charm which is not pe- 
culiar to any fet of featurés, but is perhaps pof- 
fible to all. 

Beauty depends principally upon the mind and 
may be influenced by education. It has often 
been remarked that the predominant paffion may 
generally be difcovered in the countenance, be-= 
caufe the mufcles by which it is exprefled being 
almoft perpetually contra¢ted, lole their tone, 
and never totally relax; fo that the expreffion re- 
mains, where the paffion is fufpended; thus an 
energy, a difdainful, fubtil and pernicious tem- 
per is difplayed in characters that are almoft_uni- 
verfally underftood. 

It is equally true of the pleafing and fofter 
paffions, that they leave their fignatures upon 
their countenance when they ceafe to aét; the 
prevalence of paffion, therefore, produces a me- 
chanical effeét upon the afpect, and gives a turn 


| and catft to the features, which makes a more fa- 


vourable and forcible impreffion on the mind of 
others, than any charm produced by mere exter- 
nal caufes. 

From thefe refleétions, may it not be fairly 
concluded, that none can be the genuine difci- 
ples of graces, but in the fchool of virtue; and 
that thofe, who wifh to be Ltovety, muft learn 
to be coop.

Extract of a letter from Amitetdam, dated June 

29> 1795- 

** Our Revolution took place laft Sunday, the 
18th inft. and continues as yet to go on mode- 
rately; no one has fuffered either in his perfon or 
property, but the abufes in government, and the 
want of money, require time and prudence to 
correct. ‘The French will fufter us to be a Re- 
pubkic by ourfelves, although a great force is in 
our country, and even in our city. This per- 
haps may prove for fome time beneficial, in order 
to keep in awe the oppofite party who loofes all 
influegce and advangetage. We are cut off from 
England—all our packets are gone, and probably 
none willarrive foon,unlefs a revolyaion alfo takes 
place there, (of which there is much talk) bring- 
ing about geheral peace, fo much wifhed for.” 

HAGUE, 7th Pluvoife. 

The members of the new ftates of the province 
of Holland, being aflembled at the hotel called 
Heerelogement, the citizens of the Hague were 
induced to compliment them. Citizen Peter Pau- 
lus was chofen Prefident. Two fecretaries were 
likewile appointed, to wit, De Lange and Spoors. 
The former fecretary Royer was calied in and he 
was directed to convoke. The Affembly without 
calling either the ci-devant Nobility, or the 
Grand Penfionary. They went in a body to the 
general aflembly of the ttates, where they were 
received by the fecretary Royer.—They qualified 
themfelves as Provifionary Reprefentatives of the 
people of Holland—They decreed the fovereign 
ty of the People, and the Rights of Man, and 
abolifhed the Stadtholderfiip with all its de- 
pendencies.” The oath upon the old conttitution 
was fuppreffed. 

_The Chambers of Accounts and others were 
diffolved, and were replaced by Committees of 
Public Welfare, military affairs and finances, 
which were immediately organized. 

The Deputies to the States General have been 
recalled, and the liberty of gunning upon one’s 
own ground has been allowed. They have giv 
en notice of all this to the Reprefentatives of the 
French people, who were fatisfied therewith. 





Thurfday morning laft about 4 e’clock the 
work fhop of Mefirs. Coulthard, and Co. tanners, 
near the trefh water pond accidentally caught fire

‘The military having en- 
creafed to 12,000 men, under good difcipline, 
and in high fpirits, an attack on one of the 
neighbouring Britifh iflands was confidently fpo- 
ken of, and confiderable preparations making for 
that purpofe—The forming a large camp at the 
Saints, had attraéted all the Britifh fhips of war 
to that fide of the ifland, and a tranfport chafed 
on fhore by them, and three or four hundred fol- 
diers on board, who, however, were fafely land- 
ed. This fhip failed from France, with the fleet 
lately arrived, but was 0) ee to put back for 
fome time, kaving fprung a leak.
